Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-13, filed 09/23/2009, with respect to the 
rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive.

Regarding claims 1 , 8, and 1 9, the prior art of record, either singularly or in 
combination, does not disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including, a 
first holding piece for abutting the first element to the first distance piece, wherein the 
first holding piece is directly attached to the first distance piece. 

Claims 2, 4-7, 10-18 and 20-21 are allowed due to being dependent off their 
respective independent claims.
